Beet Growers 
Returns Greater 


WINNIPEG. — The first bag. of 
sugar produced from beets in Mani- 
toba sold at auction for $2,000. 

That was 11 years ago. .This year 
more than 1,000 growers in the prov- 
ince will receive $2,625,000 for their 
crops, 


The province’s only processing 
plant—a $1,000,000 structure at Fort 
Garry—expects to extract sugar from 
a record 175,000-tons of beets before 
it shuts down for the year early next 
January. - 

Since harvesting began, bulky me- 
chanical pickers and strong-backed 
laborers have plucked the sweet, crop 
from almost 20,000 acres planted last 
spring. Sugar output should reach 
44,000,000 pounds compared with last 
year’s record of 35,000,000: pounds. 

Manitoba’s first sugar beet crop 
dates back at least 50 years when 
the provincial government harvested 
: small experimental plots. It took

Carrot Cookies 

% cup shortening 

1 cup sifted flour 

1 tsp. baking powder 

Dash of salt 

2 eggs, slightly beaten. 

% tsp. baking soda 

¥% cup grated carrots 

% cup honey ° 

1 cup quick cooking rolled oats 

% cup raisins 

\% cup chopped nuts, peanuts 

Sift together the flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cream the shor- 
tening and add the beaten eggs. 
Mix together the honey and. bak- 
ing soda, and alternately add this 
and the dry ingredients to the

To Salvage a Pillowcase

Potted Spring Flowers 

I still think there isn’t anything 
nicer than the first hyacinths or 
daffodils in the spring. If you’ve 
often thought you’d like to pot 


some bulbs indoors for flowering | 


in the spring, but you just didn’t 
know how to go about it right, 
now is your chance to start. 

Soil is not very important but 
it should contain a fair amount of 
sand. Peat or leaf soil may be 
added, but barnyard manure is best 
omitted unless thoroughly pulver- 
ized with age. 

After potting, water well and 
keep the bulbs in a cool dark part 
of the basement. Six to eight weeks 
is about the average storage time 
during which the root system de- 
velops, During this period keep 
the soil moist but avoid dryness 
or saturation. 


When the top growth is about 
an inch long the pots should be 
moved to a lighter place in the 
basement and should remain there 
until a slight change ix? color from 
yellow to green occurs, 


From then on the bulbs may be 
forced in a room that is somewhat 
cooler than the average living 
room—often the-hall or a cool win- 
dow is a suitable place. The bulbs 
should remain there until. the 
leaves expand and the flower 
buds appear. At that time they 
may be safely. moved into a warm- 
er. temperature. The full blooms 
will last longer if kept out of di- 
rect sunshine. 


SAVE THE SOIL... 


Beneficial effects of rain are 
well known, but soil damage from 
the force of falling raindrops is 
often overlooked. 


- The weight of water falling on 
an acre of land in an inch of rain 
is nearly 110 tons, points out Fred- 
erick Bisal of the Swift Current 
Soil Research Lab., and ‘the drops 
striking bare soil, splash about 
22.5 tons of clay, or loam soil. 


Water is as important as fertil- 
ity for growing crops so it is es- 
sential to hold it. where it falls. 
Experiments at the Lab., says Mr. 
Bisal, show than an inch of rain- 
fall on a bare clay or loam soil 
reduces the infiltration rate to ap- 
proxmiately one-third of an inch 
an hour. If the rainfall is of great- 
er intensity than this the excess 
will become the runoff water. This 
runoff becomes very high during 
an intense rain, and is capable of 


carrying a great load of soil with |: 


consequent severe erosion.

World of Wheat Vehicles Must 
The Question of Low Grade Wheat Be Safety Checked 


Many are perplexed about the 
price spreads on No. 5, 6 and Feed 
wheat compared with the prices 
of No. 1 Northern wheat, and why 
these spreads vary in different 
years. Some think there always 
ought to be the same price spread 
between these lower grades and 
No. 1. Perhaps the perplexity is 
because we fail to realize that for 
the most part No. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
Northern wheats are used for ma- 
king flour and bread for human 
consumption, whereas No. 5, 6 and 
Feed wheats are for the most part 
only suitable for animal feeding. 


There are, therefore, two dis- 
tinct and separate markets, which 
do not always work together. The 
prices at any time for the wheat 
suitable for human consumption 
depend on the relative prices of 
other products such as rye, rice, 
potatoes, vegetables, fruits, fish 
and meats that human beings can 
substitute to some extent for bread 
wheat; whereas the prices of 
wheats suitable for animal feeding 
depend on the relative prices of 
substitutes that animals can con- 
sume, such as corn, oats, barley, 
hay, forage crops, grasses and so 
forth. If we can keep these dis- 
tinctions in mind, it will give us 
a better understanding of why the 
prices of lower grade wheats suit- 
able for animal feeding are not 
always in steady relationship to 
the prices for higher grade wheats 
suitable for human consumption.

Charge for the safety test is 
$1.00 and garages and service sta- 
tions in all parts of the province 
are operating as approved testing 
stations.

ed out that the purpose of the 
safety testing campaign is to make 
the roads and highways of Al- 
berta safer by keeping faulty ve- 
hicles off the roads. He suggested 
that motorists who have not yet 
had their cars tested do so soon to 
avoid needless inconvenience. '

Seed, therefore, that 
would grade quite low for milling 
purposes at the elevator may be 
the most excellent seed, and on the 
other hand seed which might 
grade a No. 1 for milling purposes 
might be the poorest kind of seed 
because it may not be true-to-var- 
iety and may consist of mixtures 
of varieties. It is desirable, of 
course, to have  true-to-variety 
seed which is also of fine appear- 
ance, but the appearance really 
amounts to. nothing. If the sacks 
containing the seed are sealed as 
Registered, then the farmer need 
not worry about the quality of the 
seed even though the appearance 
may be poor.

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Man-Eating Tigers Menace — 
To Rubber Workers In Malaya 


SINGAPORE.—Man-eating tigers are a growing menace to- 
day iff Malaya, where the bulk of the population is already living‘ 
in daily fear of Communist terrorists. Thriving, ferocious families 
of tigers are on the prowl and they are becoming bolder, accord- 
ing to the latest up-country reports. 


Malaya’s tigers have multiplied 
rapidly during the last 10 years while 
people have been preoccupied first 
with an invasion, then with enemy 
occupation, and now with armed in- 
surrection, 

Hunting the tigers has become 
foolhardy. There are too many Com- 
munists in the jungle with guns 
waiting to take a shot at the hunter. 

The olive-green jungle which cov- 
ers nine-tenths of Malaya has become 
safe for wild animals only. 

Game authorities say that tigers 
here have rarely had it so good. 
There were never more unmolested 
wild pig and deer on the hoof in the 
jungle for the tigers. Well-fed cats 
have larger litters. 

The worst tiger menace is on the

Not long ago the big cats were con- 
tent to snatch dogs and goats from 
village outskirts. Reeently, there 
have been numerous reports of them 
lurking near rubber plantations, 
slinking through the undergrowth to 
pounce on the rubber tappers when 
they reach the rows of rubber. trees 
closest to the edge of the jungla 
Some tappers, never knowing as they 
work among their trees at dawn 
whether they are being stalked by 
a man-eater, now refuse to go out 
alone, 

As one planter remarked: “The 
tappers can usually pay off bandits 


Farming North 
Of ooth Parallel 


That the farming boundaries 
of some parts of Canada extend 
northward to a point more than 
600 miles from the United States 
border is news to many persons. 
Neverthéless, in Northern Al- 
berta an estimated 3,000,000 
acres of agricultural land lies 
300 miles north of Edmonton. 

Several hundred farms can be ob- 
served in the areas of Keg River, 
Paddle Prairie and Fort . Vermilion, 
with the greater portion within a ra- 
dius of fifty miles of the latter point. 

Victor J. Lowe, Officer-in-Charge of 
the Experimental Substation at Fort 
Vermilion, Alberta,’ reports that in 
July, 1951, crops of wheat, barley and 


_|oats gave indication of producing av- 


erage respective yields of 35; 40 and 
74 bushels per acre this season. At 
the station, the leading recommended 
varieties of wheat, barley and oats 
have, over a period of ten years, av-

Official Weight 


OTTAWA.—Canada has finally got 
her kilogram, a tiny glistening chunk 
of metal which is going to keep this 
country’s scales in balance. 

Canada’s new standard kilogram, 
it is the only one of its kind in the 
country and one of only 51 in the 
world. It will be used as the stand- 
ard for weight in Canada. 

It was received recently from the 
International Bureau of Weights and 
Measures, which made it on Canada’s 
order, and now is entrusted to the 
safety of the vaults of the National 
Research Council, the guardian of 
Canada’s official weights and meas- 
ures, ; 
The new national standard is & 
platinum - iridium — .cylinder which 
stands about 1% inches high. Its 
diameter is about the same and it 
has slightly-rounded edges, so none 
chip off and reduce the official 
weight. — 

It replaces the Canadian standard 
pound, another specific platinum-iri- 
dium weight, which has been Can- 
ada’s official weight since 1873. The 
fact this country now has a kilogram 
as the official standard,. rather than 
a pound weight, doesn’t mean Cana- 
dian scales now will be measured in 
kilograms instead of pounds.. ._The 
pound still will be used with the kilo- 
gram setting the standard. The kilo- 
gram is heavier, weighing about 2% 
pounds, : 

Its use now as Canada’s official 
standard results from Canada’s ad- 
herence in.1906 to an international 
convention which sets the kilogram 
as the international, unit of mass. 
Though she joined the convention 45 
years ago, Canada didn’t until re. 
cently get around to ordering her of- 
ficial kilogram. 

The shosvamn here won't actually 
be used for weighing anything or de- 
termining weight in itself. 

Its function is to sit under double 
glass domes in a research council 
vault and serve as the primary 


standard for other prototypes which 
are made for the trade department 
and used .by its inspectors to keep 
check on weighing apparatus across 
the country. 


Says Snakes» 
Attack People 
In Self-Defence | 


DAYTON, O.—Snakes do not milk 
cows, roll in hoops, hypnotize birds, 
or have ‘poisonous breath. . 

These are myths about snakes that 
the Dayton Society of Herpetology is 
trying to dispel, along with fear for 
snakes. Through the centuries a mass 
of myth and superstition surround- 
ing snakes has been developed. But 
fear of serpents is thé most deplor- 
able attitude of all the misconcep- 
tions people have of snakes, accord- 
ing to the Dayton herpetologists, 

"The fear of snakes, according to 
snake-scientists, is not instinctive. A 
baby will fondle a garter snake just 
as readily as it will a cute puppy. 
But a frightened mother, rushing to 
rescue her child from the harmless 
garter snake, can cause a life-time 
fear of all snakes. 

The herpetologist has conquered his 


fear of reptiles and handles them. 
But’ even the expert’ 


nonchantly. 
herpetologist never handles a poison- 
ous snake needlessly, 

Fear and snakes is a two-way 
Proposition, the Dayton snake fan- 
ciers say. Just as most people fear 
snakes, the serpents themselves. don’t 
care to have anything to do with 
people, Snakes will do their best to 
avoid meeting people. When they 
strike, it is in self-defence. 

Snakes love damp, decaying piles 


Pius Vendergon, a seasoned hunter 
on the east coast, attributed the 
spate of killings by tigers to the fact 
that security force patrols and guer- 
rillas may have shot and wounded 
tigers in the jungle. 


When a tiger has once been wound- 
ed, he ‘said, it will attack any man 
on sight even after the wound has 
healed. 


But an experienced British Army 
guerrilla hunter stated that troops 
on patrol would not usually dare to 
shoot at jungle animals for fear of 
giving away their position to the en- 
emy. And the guerrillas sre believ- 
ed to be so short of: ammunition that 
they would be unlikely to waste bul- 
lets on tigers except in self-defence.

Gere are some laboratory tested 
facts for the washing of slip covers 
before you put them away for Fall: 

1. Be sure the fabric is washable, 
both as to color fastness and shrink- 
age. You should check this at the 
time of .purchasing the covers, and 
if you wish, you can dduble : check 
on color fastness at home. Dip a por- 


tion of the back—about five inches |. 


square—in a bowl of warm water. 
All-purpose, heavy-duty laundry 
soaps are excellent for removing 
hard-to-get-out dirt. Let this portion 
of the slip cover soak for a few min- 
utes, squeezing occasionally. If the 
colors do not run or bleed, you can 
go ahead with the washing. 

2. Do not soak slip-covers. Put 
them right into a washer in plenty 
of suds which are excellent for re- 
moving hard-to-get-out dirt. Wash 
only one cover at a time. Rinse and 
hang in an airy place to dry, using 
two parallel lines if you have them. 
Pin the back to one line, the front 
edge of the seat to the other. Smooth 
out, pulling seams in place — this 
helps the covers to dry in shape. 

3. If you find covers are clumsy to 
handle, you might try this clever 
trick.|Place covers back on furniture 
when they are still slightly damp but 
not wet. Stretch and smooth them 
with your hand until wrinkles disap-
